ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SUPPLY OF NURSES TO THE 
CALCUTTA HOSPITALS. 








‘Tam attention of Government has been drawn to the advisability of 
improving the arrangements for the supply of nurses to the hospitals in 
Qoleutta. The nursing arrangements have been hitherto by the 
Calcutta Hospital Nurses Institution under a Committee of Ladies, assisted 
By the Trustees of the Canning Fund and the Sisters of the Canning Home. 

Nursing Institution was first established in 1859 on a small scale with 
funds obtained by public subscription. It has since been managed with great 
success by the Ladies’ Committee. It now supplice about one hundred nurses 
to the hospitals, and it has, with the help of the Sisters of the Canning 
Home, trained a number of nurses for private ewploymont, ‘The uecossary 
funds have been raised from the pane by the Ladies’ Committee, and Govern- 
ment has contributed by grants which, since 1884, havo been fixed at treble the 
amount subscribed, subject to a maximum of Rs. 37,500. 

"2. The’ recent extensions of the Presidency General Hospital and the 
increase of the Nursing Staff at the Medical’ College, Eden and allied 
Hospitals have shown that it is desirable to place the system ou a wider basis, 
in order to make the arrangements more effective and secure a larger support 
~from all classes of the community. The public are indebted to the Ladies’ 
Committee, who have succeeded in collecting annually from Rs. 12,000 to 
Rs, 14,000, while the total expenditure has amounted in recent years to over 
Rs. 60,000, and is increasing. It is hoped that, with the appointment of a 
Committee, representing all classes of the community, both European and 
Indian, a larger income will’be obtained from the public, and that the arrange- 
ments, which can be mado for the provision of nurses, will more adequately 

increasing requirements.

3. The drawing must, howover, bo practically a working drawing, giving a sufficiont 
number of views to show the part fully—seotions, plans, or elovations, just as the candidate 

would require to be supplied to him if ho had to make the parts to the design of auotiee 
person. 

4. A clear hand sketch showiag the constrnotion complotely and fully dimensioned 
will be aocopted if the candidate profers this alternative. 

5. A portion only of the parts specified may be acoepted in place of the whole, if that 
Portion is suficient to show that the candidate has a good practioal idea of the construction

. Cendidates are hereby cautioned not to put on paper what they havo not fally 
considered, and deliberately intend to be understood, as their statement of what they know 
about the construction of any part required.

‘The amount of riso which ooours on these occasions depends chiefly on the 
fomperature of the contents of the boiler and on the length of the pipes by which column Y 
is conneoted top and bottom to the boiler, hut in oases where the gauge is of the descriptios 
‘lustrated in Figures 8, 4 and 5, it amounts in high pressure boilers to about 4 inches, while
